Q.—Can I, as a consecrated Christian, j 
consistently join a trade union? 
I pre­ 
fer to be free, but am threatened with 
loss of employment unless I join one. 
Answer.—The Lord's injunctions are 
specifically along the lines of religion, 
and therefore the Christian’s separate- j 
ness from unions should be specially 
along this line. 
A trade union has 
nothing of a religious worship con 
fleeted with it, as have the churches 
and some of the secret orders. 
Of 
course, as those who are free indeed in 
Christ, we would prefer not to incur 
any obligation except to the Lord, but 
if obliged to join a Trade Union to ob 
tain employment, we think you would 
do right, to join one. It would bo well, 
however, to state to them that you 
preferred not to Join them (not for the 
sake of the dues, being quite willing to 
pay your share of maintaining the 
proper price of labor), but from a de­ 
sire to be free, lost at some time the 
Union might wish to dictate to you 
something that your conscience could 
not endorse. You would, therefore, give 
them notice at once that you would be 
obedient to Bio demands of the Union 
so far as your conscience could accede 
to those demands, and thus far only. 
The Christian’s first duty is to the 
Lord and then to his fellow man.

Indeed, It is very doubtful if 
labor was at any time in Ute past as 
well boused, as well clothed, and gen 
emily comfortable as at the present 
time. This does not mean that we con 
sider the laboring class too well cared 
for at the present time-—nor that we 
think their condition all that could be 
desired. 
Gladly would we improve, if 
we could, the geueral conditions of la 
bor. 
It is well, however, that wr 
should not cultivate in ourselves or ii* 
each other a spirit of discontent, which 
can do no good. but is likely to wort 
injury: and to this end it is well tim' 
we should not deceive ourselves or oth
